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ABSTRACT j 

This report present^s a summary of recent trends in 
school and college enrollment based on the October 1977 Current 
Population Survey (CPS) and earlier surveys. Enrollment statistics 
representing growth and decline at various educational levels are 
evaluatisd in written summaries. Comparative and distributive 
enrollment statistics of l^he population 3 to 34 years old are 
presented by: level and control of school and race; age and sex; sex 
and race; undergraduate four year and two year colleges; Spanish 
origin; and selected educational characteristics. An appendix 
describes the source and reliability of the estimates and includes a 
table of standard errors and a table of parameters for' sitandard error 
computation, (EB) 
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This report presents a' summary of recent trends in school 
and college enrollment based on the October 1977 Current 
Population Survey (CPS) and earlier surveys. Persons in the 
Armed Forces and inmates of institutions are not included in 
the figures shown in the statistical tables. 

The total number of persons 3 to 34 years old enrolled in 
school was 60 million in October 1977, about 1 million 
less than the number enrolled in 1975 (table 1). This decline 
in total enrollment was largely due to a decrease of 1.2 
million at the elementary school level between 1975 and 
1977. This decrease was not significantly different from the 
decline in total enrollment during the period. Also, there was 
a decrease of 4.7 million in elementary enrollment between 
1970 and 1977. In 1970, elementary school enrollment 
accounted for 56 percent of the total enrollment; by 1977 it 
had dropped to about 49 pefcent. As the number of persons 
enrolled in kindergarten through high school was primarily 
determined by the size of the eligible aye yioups rather than 
by changes in enrollment rates, enrollment trends at these 
levels reflectecf mainly population trends between ^175 and 
1977. 

Nursery school enrollment did not change sigruticantly 
between 1976 and 1977 and there is some evidence that it 
remained below the 1975 level. The proportion of 3- and 
4-year-olds enrolled has remained essentially the same since 
1975; about 32 percent (table 2). In T967 the proportion 
was 14 percent. Kindergarten enrollment declined by about 
300,000 between 1976 and 1977. This was the first 
significant decline recorded in a single year since these data 
were f jrst collected in the CPS 30 years ago. 

The majority of children enrolled in kindergarten vvere 5 
years old (about 80 percent). Even though 5-year-olds are 
not covered by compulsory school attendance laws in any 
State, more than 9 out of 10 of these children were 
attending school in 1977; their enrollment rate is rapidly 
approaching that of all elementary school age children. The 
population of 5-year-olds decreased about 8 percent between 



1976 and 1977, as did kindergarten enrollment, reflecting 
the large drop in the number of births 5 years earlier. All of 
the decrease occurred in public schools, which enrolled 5 out 
of 6 kindergarten students. Future changes in the size of the 
eligible population will probably have more influence on the 
total number of children enrolled in kindergarten than 
changes in enrollment rates which have already reached 92' 
percent for 5-vear-olds. 

Although there is some evidence of a decrease in 
elementary school enrollment (about 540,000) between 
1976 and 1977, private school enrollment did not chsnge 
significantly. In fact, private elementary school enrollment 
was not significantly different in 1977 from the level 4 years 
earlier. Nevertheless, private school students made up only 
11 percent of all elementary school students in 1977, down 
from 15 percent in the mid-1960's.^Jotal high school 
enrollnrfent was about the same in 197? as in the previous 2 
years, as children born in two of the highest birth years 
{I960 and 1961) were stilt in high school in 1977. 

Although the CPS did not show any significant growth in 
college enrollment of persons under 35 years old between 
1976 and 1977, the number of persons enrolled in 1977 was 
about one-half million larger than in 1975. The number 
enrcHed part time increased by abou* 9 percent between 
1976 and 1977, while the number enrolled full time did not 
change.* The increase in part-time enrollment is probably a 
result of an increase in enrollment of persons 25 to 34 years 
old, the majority of whom are enrolled part time. The 
number of college women remained at about 47 percent of 
all college students. Women constituted half of studerits of 
traditional college age (under 22 years old) jnd 44 percent of 
those 22 to 34 (table 4). Ten years earlier women made up 
only 40 percent of all Mllege students, 46 percent of the 
traditional aged students, and 28 percent of older students. 



There is only some evidence that the trends in part-time and 
fuM-time enrollment are different. 
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There were some changes in the number of students 
enrolled at various college levels. The number of college 
freshmen increased by about 300,000 following a niearly 
comparable decOne the previous year. There is some evidence 
that the number of second year students dropped in 1977, 
reflecting the decline in freshmen In 1976. Enrollment at the 
remaining levels, third year and higher showed no significant 
change. Among undergraduates there was no significant 
change in 2-year or 4-ysar coltege enrollment nor was there 
significant change among men or women (table 5). 

The significant changes in total college enroHment by age 
occurred among students 25 to 34 years o>d. There was also 
some evidence of an enrollment increase among persons 35 
years old and over, as colleges continued to attract more 
persons above traditional college age (table 4). The number 
of students 25 years old and over increased from 3.7 to 4.1 
million from 1976 to 1977. Among students 25 years old 
and over the number of women increased significantly while 



the number of men did not. About 36 percent of all college 
students were 25 years old or over in 1977 compared with 28 
percent 5 years earlier. 

The enrollment of Blacks in college did not change 
significantly from 1976 to 1977. Year to-year changes in 
Black college enrollment are difficult to detect with a sample 
the size of the Cul-rent Population Survey. Ah observed 
change of about 150,000 Blacks in college is required to 
determine that a statistically significant change occurred. 
Still, the number of Black students 14 to 34 years old 
enrolled in 1977, 1.1 million, vvas twice the number enrolled 
in 1970 (tables 3 and 6). For V/hites, the increase in the same 
period was about 30 percent In the fall of 1977, Black 
students constituted about 11 percent of the college popula- 
tion, as- in 1976; in 1970 they were about 7 percent of all 
college students. ,

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SOURCE AND RELIABIL TY OF THE 
ESTIMATES 

Source of Data. The estimates of school enrollment in 
1977 are based on data obtained In pctubor of 1977 In the 
Current Population Survey (CPS) conoucted by the Bureau 
of the Census. The CPS sample was Iriilally selected from the 
1970 census file and Is updated continuously to reflect 
new construction where possible. The current sample Is 
spread over 614 areas with coverage In each of the 50 States 
and the District of Columbia. In the sample, approximately 
56,000 occupied households are eligible for Interview each 
month. Of this number, 2,500 occupied units, on the 
average, are visited but Interviews are not obtained because 
the occupants are npt found at home after repeated calls or 
are UTTWailable for some other reason. In addition to the 
56,000, there are also about 9,500 sample units In an average 
month which are visited but are found to be vacant or 
otherwise not to be interviewed. For a description of CPS 
sample designs prior to 1977, see the detailed report for 
1976 in this series. 

The estimating procedure used in this survey involved the 
inflation of the weighted sample results to Independent 
estimates of the total civilian noninstltutional population of 
the United States by age, race, and sex. These Independent 
estimates are based on statistics from decennial censuses; 
statistics on births, deaths, immigration and emigration; and 
statistics on the strength of the Armed Forces. 

Reliability of the Estimates. Since the estimates in this 
report are based on a sample, they may differ somev/hat 
from the figures that would have been obtained If a complete 
census had been taken using the same questionnaires, 
instructions aad enumerators. There are two types of errors 
possible in an estimate based on a sample survey • sampling 
and nonsampling. For estimates In this report indications of 
the magnitude of sampling error are provided but the extent 
of nonsampling error is unknown. Consequently, particular 
care should be exercised in the Interpretation of figures based 
on a relatively small number of cases or on small differejices 
between estimates. 

Sampling variability. The standard errors presented in 
table A-1 are primarily measures of sampling variability, that 



is, of the variations that occur by chance because a sample 
rather than the whole of the population was surveyed. As 
calculated, the standard error also partially measures the 
effect of certain response and enumeration errors, but it does 
not measure any systematic biases in the data. The chances 
are about 68 out of 100 that an estimate from the survey 
differs from a complete census figure by less than the 
standard error. The chances are about 90 out of 100 that this 
difference would be less than 1.6 times the standard error 
and about 95 out of 100 that the difference would be less 
than twice the standard errbr. 

All statements of comparison In the text are significant at 
a 1.6 standard error level or better and most are significant at 
a level of more than 2.0 standard errors. This means that, for 
most differences cited in the text, the estimated difference is 
greater than twice "^he standard error of the difference. 
Statements of comparison qualified in some way (e.g., by the 
use of the phrase,^ "some evidence") have a level of 
signifteance between 1.6 and 2.0 standard errors. 

Note when using small estimates. Percent distributions are 
shown in this report only when the base of the percentage Is 
greater than 75,000. Because of the large standard errors 
involved, there is little chance that percentages would reveal 
useful information when computed on a smaller base. 
Estimated number of persons are shown, however, even 
though the relative standard errors of these numbers are 
larger than those for the corresponding percentages. These 
sm^ter estimates are provided primarily to permit such 
combinations of the categories as serve each user's needs. 

Standard errors for data based on CPS. Since this is an 
advance report, standard errors are provided in table A-1 for 
estimated numbers of persons and estimated percentages for 
only certain characteristics vvhich are considered the most 
Important among the data in the report. 

More detailed standard error tables for each characteristic 
of Interest for estimated numbers of persons or families and 
estimated percentages are provided in the detailed report for 
1976 In this series. A more complete source and riliability 
statement for the 1977 data will be published with the 
forthcoming 1977 detailed report ^ 

Standard errors of estimated numbers and estimated 
percentages. Standard errors of estimated numbers and 
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estimated percentages can be computed directly with formu- 
las (1) and (2) below, respectively. The formulas are:
